Illiam Gardiner was botn at Briftol, and well educated, and 

when he was grown up, was placed with one Mr. Paget, a 
Merchant, by whom when he was ewenty fix years old, he was feng 
into Portugal to Lizhone,the Regal City, to be a Faftor : there he learned 
the country language, and became a profitable ſervant both to his Maſter 
and others, He was careful tokeep cloſe toGod, andto avoid the ſu- 
perſtirions of that , * andthere bring diverſc good meninthat 
city, he aſſociated himſelf with them, uſed good conference, and often 
bewailed rothem his own weakneſſe, as being neither ſufficiently hum 
bled for his fins, nor yet inflamed with a love of godlineſle as he ought :

One Miſtreſe 
forced by them to the river, and fading no meancs to 
furic , ſuddenly claſped one of the chief of them iq her armes , and 
ſo both tumbling into the river, they were drowned together, At 
another time one bundred and forry Proteſtants being! thrown in ar 
the ſame place, as any of them ſwam to the ſhore, the bloody vil 
Lans with the bur-end of their muſquers knocke out their brains. 

At 4rmarh,0 Cane gate together all the Proteſtants thereabonts, 
pretending to conduct rhem to Coleraine, but before they were 
a daycs journey, they wereall murthered; and ſo were many 
though they had proceRtions from Sir Phileme O Neale, The aged 
people in drmagh were carried to Charlemornt, and there mus- 
thered. 


Prefctly atrcyghe crown of 47wegh was burnt, and five hundred perſons 
of aliſorrs we rhere murthered & drowned. In, Killwen were fourty 
cighe families murthered. In one houſe twenty ewo Proreſtanes were bur- 
ned ; In K:/mere all the inhabitants were op being 
two hundred familics : Some they ſerin the ſtocks till they confeſſed 
where their mony was, and then maſſacred them ; The whole Coun- 
ty was a common burchery, wheremany thouſands periſhed in a ſhort 
| time, by ſword, famine, fire, water, and all other cruel manner of 
dearhs, that rageand malice could invent, 

To many, theſe bloody Villains ſhewed ſo much favour as to dif. 
parch chem preſcnely, by no means allowing them ſomuch time as to 
pray. Orthers they impriſoned in filtby dongeons full of dirt and 
mire, and there clapping bolts on heir legs, ſuffered them to periſh ar 
leaſure, One told John Comder that they would kill him, but firſt bid 
him ſay his Praycrs, and when he kneeled down to pray, they pre- 
ſently cur off his head. When ſome others upon their knees begged 
bur —_—— before they were flain, they would bid them 

aeath their fouls ro the devil z others would ask them,why do you 

fire to pray, your ſouls are already with the devil ? o would 
immediacely flughrer rhem. At Cafel they put all the Proceſtances 
into a loarhſome , where they kept them rwelve weeks in 
great miſcry.

In Caſtle Cumber one of theſe cur-throats took two boys, wounded 


them, and hung them upon a butchers renters, Some were hanged up, |

Some 
were hung upby the armes, and then with their ſwords they made 
experiment how many blows an Engliſh Proteſtant would endure 
ere hedied. Some had their bellies ript up, and ſo were left with 
their guts running about their heels.

BY Homes Cartwright was born in Hertfordſbire , about the 
year 1535. and being by his Parencs kept at Schoote till he 
was fir tor the Ulniverſmny , He wentto Cambridge and was 
admitted into Saint Jobny Colledge, dnne 1550. There 
| he followed bis ftudics exceeding hard, and being a man | 
of excellent natural parts, he profited in learning more then ordicary; 
He never uſed to flcep above five houres ina night, which cuſtome he 
continued to his fn:

the cight Scnior-fellows,

Maſter Cartwright upon deliberation, defired that he might have 
leave to ſer down in writing what his judgement inthole things was, 
and what he would ſtand ro, which being granted, he drew up in fix 
Propoſitions whathis Judgemrnt was; and ſetting his hand to it, de- 
livercd it to the Vice-chancellor, who thereupon admoniſhed hint ro 


revoke the ſame, and uponhisrefuſal,puniſhed him by the ſubſtraRti« | 


on of his ſtipend, and ſo he continued in his LeQure that yeare ; but 
the year after Dotor Whitgift being choſen vice-Chancellour, he a- 
gain convented him before him, requiring his abſolute anſwer whether 
he did mind to teach his Auditors otherwiſe, revoking that ke had be- 


' fore taught, or wherher he would abide inthe maintenance of the ſame ? 


Uato this Maſter Cartwright anſwered, that for the Propoſitions deli- 
vered by him under his hand to Door May, and now ſhewed to him, 
they were his own hand writing, ſuch as he had openly taught, and ſtill 
continued fully determined to maintain and defend as truths. Hereu 

after Maſter Cartwright had a while withdrawn, and the vice-Chan- 
cellor had conferred with the. other Doors, Maſter Cartwright was a- 
gain called for, and this definitiue ſentence was pronounced againſt 
him by the vice-Chancellour Door Whiteift, that perceiving that no 
admonition would help, but that he till perſiſted in the ſame mind, 
he did therefore pronounce him the ſaid Maſter Cartwright, to be re» 
moved from his {aid Le&ure, and by his final decree or ſentence 
did then and there remove him, and declare the ſaid Le@ure to be 
void; and that he minded, according to. the foundation thereof, to 
proceed to the EleRion of a new Reader. And farther he did then 
and there by vertue of his office, inhibit the faid Maſter Cartwright 
_ preaching within the Univerſity and the Juriſdiftion of the 
ame, 

Now that the Reader may be better ſatisfied what the Articles 
were which Maſter Cartwright drew up, and figned with his hand, and 
for which this ſentence was paſſed upon him, I ſhall here fer them 
down in his own words, as I havethemtranſcribed out of the @rigi-

Counteſſe of Saliſbwry, that was daughter to George Duke of Clarence,

faction, that che ſaid Dutch Miniſter did in the name of many others in- 
treat Maſter Coton to beſcech Maſter Hilderſaw to put forth his Ser- 
mons on Pſal.5 1.and other his lucubrations. And accordingly Maſter 
Cotton inthat Letter writeth thus; Since the Sermons already on part 
of the Pſalme, do ariſe to a juſt and full volume, be avregel to heay- 
hen to the deſires of ſo many at home and abroad, and give them texve 
to be doing good , whilſt the reſt are frepeivg: Tow have cauſe to love 
the Lord your God with all your might ;, and therefore ay" thoſe Sermons 
miglt be ſhewing your love to Cod in working his work , before their fel- 
lowes, do not hold back any part of their ſervice to the Church, for the 
preſent time : This his requeſt he renewed in another Letter of 1u4y 
23.1629, -

Maſter Cy:tes concerning Maſter Hilderſam and his labours ',, whom 
in his Reply to maſter Roger Williams anſwer of his Letter, p, 117.

dear friend ro his death, who ſurvived him not above eight daysz| 


che grief for his death haſtning (as it was ſuppoſed) her en 


houſe at Hawſtead near London, Aveuſt. 21. 16:4. He fell fick of a| 


violent Feayor, which pur him inco ſuch danger that the Phyſitians 
doubted of his Recovery, he over-hearing ſome intimation of ir, 
when hethought none were in the room, the Curtains being drawn 
about his bed, he was over-heard by one in the room to ſpeak au- 
dibly thoſe words of Pſal. 118. 17. 7 ſhall ' nos die but Irve, and des 
clare the works of the Lord, Atthat time there was as little hope of his 
preaching as of his Recovery ; Bur God in great mercy ſoon after 
rMored him both to health and liberty. The next year, vis, Iune 
20. 1625, he was licenſed by DoQor Ridley, then Vicar-general to 
the Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, to preach in the Diocefle of Londen, 
Lincoln, and Coventry, and Lichfield under the ſeal of that office. By 
vertue of which licenſe he began to preach, dngeft 3. 1625, in 
Aſvby-Church aforeſaid, thoſe eight Sermons on Pſal. 35. 13. con- 
cerning Faſting, Prayer, and Humiliation for fin, which were publi. 
ſhed ſince his death, viz. 1632. according to-his own Copy left un- 
der his hagd, by his ſonne maſter Samuel Hilderſags, 

Sepiember 28. 1625. he began his one hundred and fifry rwo Le- 
Rures on Pſal. 51, Publiſhed in thelike nature, 1635. 

Afeer the laſt forementioned licenſing, he was filenced again, March 
25. 1630. by notice given him from the Court at Leiceſter of the 
Kings inſtruQions, for every LeEturer to read ſervice in Surplice and 
Hood, andh& began to preach again, Awg- 2. 1631. and ſocontinned 
till December 27. 1631. Which was the laſt Sermon that he prea- 
ched. | 

Soon after he fell fick of his laſt ſickneſſe, and diſcerning it to increaſe, 
he ſent for his forenamedſonne dwelling at Yeft- Felon in Shropſhire, 
fourty nine miles from 4/bby, He with his wife came to him with all 
cogwenlens ſpeed , Jamary 13. and ſtayed with him till his 

cath. 

Their company and attendance at that time (as always formerly,) 
was very contenting and comfortable, And of his daughter in law

During Maſter Clarks abode in this place, he had experience of 
Gods gracious protefting him from the rage of ſome deſperately 
wicked men, and amongſt others, this is very remarkable; Maſter 
Clark, having ona day preſſed Gods judgements againſt ſome ſinnes, 
that he faw of the people much addictedto, there came the next 
morning aluſty young man [a ſervingman ] ro enquire for him, as 
deſirous to ſpeak with him. Maſter Car being made acquainted 
with it, ſent for him up into hischamber, and knowing bis vicious life 
rook occafion ſharply to reprove him, and to tell him of the

could preach very pertinently and profitably ; He had an exce.lent 
paire of lungs, and was exceeding powerful ii his miniſtry, ſtriking 
ſhame and terrour'into the hearts of the wicked, ro whom he was a Boe- 
merges, and yet withal he was a Barnabastro humbled, broken,” bleeding 
ſouls. 

His old age was accompanied with a lingring and painful diſeaſe, 
which yer he bore withgreat patience, and as he came neerer to hea- 
ven, ſo his motion thit was more quick and lively; Many 
godly perſons came to viſit bimin his diſeaſe, and noneof them wene 
away without ſome ſpiricual and comfortable inſtrutions from him. 
At laſt having long glorified God on earth, and finiſhed his work, 
hewent to receive his wages, quietly refigning up his ſpirit unto God, 
November 6, 1634. having lived ſcventy one” years, rwo monethyg, 
and nineteen days, and having been Paſtor of Woolſtope fourty foure

Being called to London, inthe beginning of the Parliament, he made 
at Weſtminſter a worthy and zealous Sermon, wherein he inveighed 4» 
eainſt che corruptions that were crept into the Church, eſpecially in 
reſpe of Ceremonies ſo cagerly preſt by ſundry Biſhops, as bowing 
to the Altar, andſuch like innoyations, His Sermon was well appro» 
ved of by the beſt; but he ſeeing the tumults that were then raiſed in 
London about the Parliament houſe, and hearing that he himſelf was 
cenſuredas Popiſh, becauſea Biſhop, he took it grievoully to heart, 
fickned, and died there, about the great climatericall yeare of his 
age.

,ning atſixaclock withthe Husbandmen, and ar ten to pray with the 
reſt of the family, and expound a chapter, in which courſe he wene 
through the foure firſt books of Moſes, His courſe at night was after 
| Prayer, to catechiſe the family by turns, wherein he uſed no refpet 
of Perſons, the meaneſt not being left out, and the chicfeſt nor for. 
borne, Oa the Lords day, during his abode at Crawley, be preached 
ewice conſtantly, and after publike exerciſe called the whole family 
in private to render an account of what was delivered in publick. 
In the winter, when the greateſt part of the family was at London, 
under anable Miniſtry, he was ready to help others, and by Provi-| 
dence wascalled to improve his talent at Batzerſey in Sarrey, Maſter |.

The rendernefle of his fatherly care and love of this people, he ex- 
preſſed all therime of his living with them, but eſpecially in the rime 
of thegreat ſicknefſe, when, remaining with them, he preached cons 
ſtantly every Lords day, and the Faſt-days , notwithſtanding all che 
danger that he was in, the infection in that place bcing much (pread, 
and very violent. The Providence of God over him at that time was ve- 
ry remarkable, foralthough all the Families round about him were 
infeed, and his houſe adjoyned to the place of Burial, yer ncicher 
himſelf nor any of his Family were any ways ſmitten with it. 

Many were his labours in private, being much ſought unto both for 
counſel and for comfort. What ſucceſſe God gave unto his miniſtry, 
was evidentby the many ſouls wonneand built up by him. He was 
very ſtudious and wrote much, yet was always averſe from publiſhing 


any thing, though often requelted, ſaying, oo thar 


© regation, and before his death had finiſhed a large Tra- 
ate of the body of Divinity, which ſtill lies by. 

He ſought the good of all, ard was a precious ſavour unto ſome, 
in whoſe hearts to this diy his memory flouriſhes. He forcſaw the cn- 
ſuing diſtraftions with a grieved heart, and raiſed himſelf up to 
comfort by contemplating the approaching time wherein Chriſt and 
his truch, and his wayes ſhall have the preheminence, His judge- 
ment —_— ſome hath proved true, aflerting often that their 
principles would not (if they continued in them) ſuffer them to fit down 
on this fide Anabaptiſme, He was a friend of truth and peace, and 
an inſtrument of refreſhing the bowels of the poor , many ſtrangers 
for his ſake giving in largely towards their relief. Having finiſhed 
his courſe, being ſpent wich labours, he quictly and comfortably 
ended his dayes, and according to his laſt words, went unto his God 
Anno Chriſti 1643. and of his age 69. having continued his miniſtry 
at Wapping {1x aad twenty yeers.

purſuitz they aſſuring him, they intended really the ſetting of him 
at liberty; He asked what they thought would become of them * rhey 
anſwered , they. would go along with him; He replycd, that you ſhall 
not do, for it I be taken again, I ſhall be bur in the fame caſe I 
am ; but if you be raken, it will coſt you your lives : and there- 
fore I will rather ſuffer the utmoſt that God ſhall ſuffer them to in- 
fi& upon me, then hazard the lives of thoſe that have ſhewed them- 
ſelves ſo friendly tome. 

| TJpon this they had him forth into the freſh aire, and in themean

met him, and told him, that he would feed him with bread and 
water for two or three dayes, and then hang him : Then he was 
brought to Sir Ra/ph Hopton, who ſpake ro him thus. Maſter B./- 
ſom, I little thought one day that you ſhould have been my priſon- 
er, and I cannot but wonder, that fuch men as you, ſhould be en- | 
gagcd in a r-bcllion againſt the King : To whom he replyed , Sir, 1 
cannot but wonder, that ſuch men as you ſhould call this rebellion. | 
Sir Ralph defired him to give him an account of the grounds, upon ; 
which he and his party proceeded , promiſing him, that he ſhould. 
not ſuffer for any thing thar heſpake to him : After about halfe an 
houres diſcourſe , he committed him to his own Marſhall, with this | 
charge , Keep this may ſafe, but uſe him well : The Marſhall received | 
| him, and after ſome little rough entertainment, his - entrance | 
into his houſe , he at length uſed him with great Kedhing reſpett : 
Long he had not been there , but a Gentlewoman came to him with 
a pottle of ſack, urging him to preach a Recantation Sermon the 
next morning before the Lords, promiſing that if he would fo do, 
the King would make him a Doctor, He replyed, Sute you do bur 
mock me, for ſhould I preach upon fuch ſhore warning , the Lords 
would never hear ſuch exteapore ſtuffe, bur if you be in good car. 
neſt, and would make me a Doftor in decd, then let me have the 
ſame law ye uſe to give your DoRors, viz. a quarter of a yeeres 
time to make a Sermon , and by that time you may know more of 
my mind, 

The next morning an Order was brought for the conveying of him 
tro Oxford, whither he was accordingly carried : He lighted firſt ar 


the Blew- bore, whither they brought a company of the ns fol- 
lowers, who with much fury often times ſwore that he ſhould not 
go alive out of the roome ; Bur the wuſqueteers, who were ſer as 
a guard upon him, deſired them to be quiet , telling them thar | 
he was thcir priſoner, and ſhould not ſuffer there, bur they 
would ſuffer wich him. Thence he was conveyed to the Caſtle, where 
after two or three dayes abode, he enjoyed the-ſame liberty with 
other priſoners; And a while after he ſer up an Expoſition Le- 
Qture in the priſon twice aday : To which, not only the priſoners, 
and ſome of the ſouldiers , bur divers Courtiers, and many out of 
the towne often came : Being prohibited once or twice to go on 
in this Exerciſe, he anſwered, if ye arg weary of me, I am not 
willing to trouble you any longer; ye may turn me out of _ 
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doorcs when you will; but while I have a tongueto ſpeak, and peg« 
ple ro ſpeak to, I will nor hold my peace. 

After ſome months of impriſonment, he was releaſed by 
As he was departing thence , ſome Courticrs and others, that 
formerly ſhewcd him ſome favour, perſwaded him to cloſe with 
their party, and to ſtay with them: He utterly refuſing , divers of 
chem accompanied him out of town; and as they were parting, one 
of them ſaid ; Sir, If any of us ſhould fall into your hands, we 
ſhould defire no berter entertainment then you have had amongſt ug, 
He replyed, Gentlemen, I could wiſh that ten thouſand of you 
might fall into our hands within this moneth, that ye might ſee how 
kindly we would deal with you. Thence he was ſent for by the 
Lord Generall Zfſex to be Chaplain ia his Army, with whom he 
continued, during his coramand, 

Then he went to Berwick , where he was reccived with great af- 
fetion of the people, and law in a ſhort time great ſucceſſc of his 
labours in the miniſtry. During. his abode there, two things were 
very remarkable : One, whereas there was a child that had beene 
ſtrangly vilited with ſuch a weakneſle , as neither Phyſitians nor Di- 
vines could gueſſe at the cauſe, or find out a cures Hereupon Ma- 
ſter Ba/ſom, moved ſome Chriſtians there to ſeck God with him, by 
Faſting and Prayer , which accordingly they did, and obtained a ſud- 
den and extraordinary anſwer ; For as the mother of the child came 
home from the Exerciſe, her child met her, and told her ſhe was 
very well, who before had kept her bed of a long time. 

The other thing remarkable was this ; A Scortzfþ Lord, by name, 
the Lord of Graxſo# , took up his habitation for a time in Barwick, 
and brought wich him his family; In which amongſt others, was the 
Steward of his houſe, formerly reputed a godly man, who was 
very much afflited in mind: Maſter Balſorz came to viſit him , and 
adminiſtred ſome comfort to him for that time ; But two or three 
daycs afte>, he being ſorely afflicted again, Maſter Balſom was ſent 
for, who finding him very much weakned and worn out by the' vi- 
olence of temptation, began to ſpeak comfortably ro him + Bur per- 
ceiving that no words of comfort would faſten on him , he whiſper- 
ed to him in his care tothis purpoſe, I doubr there is ſomething with» 
in, that you ſhould do well to diſcoverz Whereupon immediatly the

His faith and patience were increaſed and perfeQtedby his ſuffrings;be 
longed and thirſted to be with Chriſt, which worcs he often utteredzone 
of his laſt ſpeeches was this, withhis eyes and hands lifted up ro heaven he 
ſighed and ſaid, 1defire to be difſobved and to be with Chriſt; his pains lefthim 
not an houre before his death, hisſpeech alſorhen leaving him, he could 
not cat nor drink two days before his death z and ſo quierly and patiently 
he ended his life, making a happy change, being foureſcore and fixteen 
years old, - 4mm Chriſti, 1645.

It was his conſtant praQice twice every day to pray with his family, 


nor allowing any to be ablent; at which times he read to them ſome 


portion both of the Old and New Teſtament. 

He was careful alſo to catecbiſe his family ewice every week, and 
likewiſe on Friday and Sarturday to require an account from them of 
the Sermons preached the Lords day before, which he then repeated to 
them, 

Having alſo while he was at 4ſbwel, the ſonnes of divers conſider- 
able perſons of the Nobility and Gentry, ſojourning in his houſe, for 
their better education in Religion and Learning, (he maintaining in his 
houſe an Afiſtane as a Schoolmaſter to teach them) he required of 
them the like account in catechifing and repetitions as of his own 
ſervants. 

He had alſodaily after dinner and w/w a chapter read by one of 
thoſe Gentlemen in courſe, and.he whoſe rurn wasto read, was requi- 
red alſo, afterhe had read, to repeat the ſubſtance out of his ! 
which (by conſtant cuſtome) they had attained an ability to perform

And therefore would not ſuffer them to be imployed 
lace the night before about their ordinary —— bur cauſed 
them to conclude ſooner then on other days, that they might nor be 
indiſpoſed tor the duties of the day following z And on the Sabbath» 
day it ſelf, he was careſul rhatthey ſhould nor ſpend any par of it idly 
or vainly, no norin any unneceſſary preparations of diet or the like, 
but only of ſuch and ſo much as was neceflary for their comfortable 
refreſhmenethat day 4 but would have them ſpend the whole day as 
much as mightbe, inthe exerciſes of ſume of Gads ordinances publike 
or private, infomuch that if he had known of any diſh that had k 
any of his ſcryants from attending onany of Gods ordinances, be wou 
not at all car of it. 

And for better ſanCtifying of that day, he was careful not only to 
perform private duties in his family, as Prayer, reading, finging of 
Plalms, 8c. but alſo when he went to the publike Ordinances, he 
would call all his family her to go along with him, that ſo they 
might be preſent at the whole ſervice of God, And the in evening of the 
day, herequired ofall his ſervants, and the young Genclemen thar ſo- 
journed with him, anaccount of ſuch portions of Scripture as had been 
read in.publikez and as they recited particular paſſages thereof, he 


fing them to meditate in private of what they heard read in pub- 
like. 

Beſide this great care of his family joyntly, he was alſo frequent in 
giving them perſonal cqunſcl and direRion in the ways of God, exhor- 
ting chem alſo to adaily conſtancy in the performance of ſecrer duties 
berween God andtheir own ſoul ; ſo thar ſcarce any family enjoyed 
-— _ meaſure of helps and encouragements in the ways of holi- 
nelle. 

His exaR walking in his own ſecret devotion, was alſo exceedingly 
remarkable, He was a man much in Communion with God, Twice 
every day he was in ſecret a Suiter at the Throne of grace, and oftner, 
as any particular occaſion was offered, He would very ſeldome enter 
upon any buſineſſe, eicher by himſelf, or with others withour firſt ſcek- 
ing of God, Hedid often fer days apart to humble himſelf in ſecrer 
by faſting and prayer, according as cither publike or particular occa» 
fions did ſeem tocall for itz as alſoin ſolemn Thankſgivings,for mer- 
cies received, whether pablike or private.

ſerve che honour and reverence of his miniſterial authority, which 
by the gravity, ſobriety, and holinefle of his converſation was much 


In that great ordinance of the Lords Supper, which intheſe broken 
and diſtrafted times hath been in many places wholly laid afide, and 
in many more too much neglected ; he rook much care and pains 
how to manage that great buſineſlc, ſoas might be ncither diſpleaſing 
tro God, rfor jultly offenſive rogood men. 

The difficulty herein hath been, not concerning the manner of ad- 
miniſtration, which bath afforded lefſe matter of conteſt, but concern- 
ing the perſons that might be judged fit ro be admitted thereunto:; 
which to many men hath been atrended with {o much perplexity, 


an impoſſibility of adminiſtring ir in any tolerable manner ; while 


the great ignorance of many, and the protanneſſe or looſeneſle of o- 
thers ;) and yet ohthe other hand ſawnot how they might be able, 
(for want of authority)to debar any : waiting till for the ſerling of a 
Government inthe Church, whereby this great difficulty might in 
ſome meaſure be removed : Till atlengrh, throughthe long intermil- 


ſion ofthis ordinance, obomrantns cad cunt begs ro ſlight 
and ſcorn it, and thoſe of better principles doto0 muc e intheir 


affections 101t ; t y, Which t te, began at length 
tobe applyed, in beginning to eſtabliſh the Presbyrerian Government, 
hath been yet ſo much defeive in want of power, and ſo much expo- 
ſedto ſcorn and reproach, which men of profane or turbulent ſpirits 
caſt upon it, cither from principles of profanenefſe, or of ſeparation, 
or from ſome other bitter root which renders men unwilling to have 
their luſts, errors, unlawtul liberties, or licentious courſes in any kind 
whatſoever tro be checked or contradifted ; that the matter is now al- 
moſt grown deſperate, unleſſe God will be pleaſed in ſpecial favour, to 
afford ſome unexpeRted remedy, 

Herein this holy mandid manifeſt a great meaſure of ſingular Pru- 
*| denceand Piery, wiſely avoiding both rocks ; Neittler totally omit- 


aſſured, 
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alſurcd, and whole lives, ſo far as he could diſcern, were unblame- 
able and free from ſcandal. And this he did, not only of late years, bur 
even formerly, from his firſt ing 2 Paſtoral charge; art what 
time it may well be ſuppoſed, to have been athing both of greater dif- 
| ficulty and danger, then of late years, eo keep off unworthy receivers 
| from profaning that holy Ordinance. 
| In order hereunto, his firſt work was toabate, as much as mi be, 
the number of ignorant people, by perlw them to be willing co 
receive inſtruftion, which with much care and diligence he was 
roafford untorhem , in ſuch ways as is before expreſſed : Which though 
a difficult work, was yer carried on with ſo great fuccefſe, through 
Gods bleſſing on his indeavours, that in his Pariſh of 4ſfbwel, where 
was no {mall number of people, he had in a ſhort time brought them 
ro ſogreat a meaſure of knowledge, that there was cither none or ve. 
ry few, cither old or young, who were notable to givea good account 
of the principles of Religion, 

When he had once prevailed with them to be fo far ſenfible of 
' their own ignorance, as to be willing and deſirous to learn, it was 
then no hard marter to per{wade ſuch of their own accord to forbear 
a while, till they had attained ſo much knowl as that they. might 
come with comfort, which, would be ſo much the ſooner, accor- 
ding as they were more diligent in labouting to attain know- 
ledge. | 

When they had attained a co meaſure of knowledge, if 
their lives were anſwerable, and OT ONGEINs to juſt exception, of 
at leaſt, they willing to redreſſe what was amille, ain ready to follow | 
ſuch-good advice and directions, as were given chem for the ordering 
their converſations aright rowards God and man , there was then no 
reaſon why they ſhould be longer debarred, bur rather ſuch good be- 
ginnings cheriſhed and incouraged; yer with cautions frequently in-. 
culcated to be beware of hypocrifie and formality, and not tg 
reſt in theſe beginnings, but to preſſe forward roperfettion. 

Bur in caſe chey did.cicher obſtinatcly refuſe inſtruftion, or not- 
withſtanding their kaowledge, were ſcandalous and incorrigible, or 
ſach asin point of converſation he could nor judge fit to be admurted 
to that ordinance ; Then probably they would either be found ſuch 
as were obnoxious to ſuch {candals as might a more publike 
proſecution, and ſo durſt not be refractory z orelſe by the conviction 
of their own conſciences, when the danger of unworthy reccivi 
ſhoald be laid open to them z qr by friendly perſwaſions from him- 
ſelf or others: qr by the reverence and awe of his holy and grave car- 
riage, and miniſterial auth backed with the concurrence of orhers 
amongſt them, eminenr and Piery ; or for fear of being 
ſhamed in caſethey ſhould be openly or refaled in the 
face of the Congregation, or upon ſome the like conſideration , 
would be perſwaded to forbear incaſe he judged them as yet anfit to

And by thcſe means, even in rimes of greateſt danger, was 
he able to avoid the mixture of profane and unworrhy perſons art the 
Lords Table. 
Hereunto bis naturally courteous and affable diſpoſition did much 
conduce, whereby he could wich the more caſe, gain acceſſe, bothto 
che perſons and ions of all ſorts of people : rogerher with an ex- 
cellent mixrure of meekneſſe and courage, which being managed wich 
fiogular Prudence and indefatigable induſtry, enabled him happily to 
_ on that difficult work, which might otherwiſe ſeem almoſt in» 
uperable. 
And by che ſame courteous and prudent carriage he obtained a like 
intereſt inthe aFe&ions of his people both at Dukes-place and Weſtmum- 
fter : Inſomuch as thoſe who were fit to be admitted to that Sacra- 
ment, were cither otherwiſe ſufficiently known co him, by his con» 
verſing withthem, or elſe would willingly upon thafoccafion approve 
themlelves to him, both in point of knowledge and converſation ; 
And others who were unfit, nor cared to attain a firneſſe for ir, would 
rather of their own accord forbear, then venture the hazzard of bei 
refuſed; By means whereof, himſelf and ſome hundreds of godly per- 
ſons who did communicate with him, could with great comfort joyne in 
that holy Communion and Fellow(hip. 
On the 11. of April, inthe year 1644. he was conſtituted Maſter of 
Oweens Colledge in Cambridge by the Earle of Mancheffer, then 
employed by Ordinance of Parliament, for the reforming of that UJni-

Prayers every night, and to repetition of Sermons on the Lords day. 
Byall which the praQtice of Religion was much promoted. 

Hig neft care was for the advancement of Learning, which he en-

ring, (who afterward was famous tor the work of the Lord in Salop,) 
were made Miniſters by an tr:ſb Biſhop, (being occationally in London, ) 
with freedome from the forementioned ſnare.

he was called to be Miniſter ar Wbrt-wore,(a ſmall village near umo Nuw-
